SITE DESCRIPTION

From 1971 to 1979, the Vogel Paint and Wax Company disposed of paint, dudge, resins, solvents and
other solid wastes at a 2-acre disposal Sitein rurd Sioux County, lowa. Liquid wastes were dumped
into several trenches from 8 to 12 feet deep. The trenches were left open for extended periods to alow
for evaporation. Partidly filled and full drums and other debris were dumped on top of the liquid wastes.
The trenches eventualy were covered with 1 to 2 feet of soil. The disposd areais part of an 80-acre
parcel located approximately 2 miles southwest of the City of Maurice, population 288, three miles
north of the City of Struble, population 59, and 2 miles northwest of arurd water sysem well fidd. The
rural water system serves approximately 3,000 people. Two shallow private wellslie severa hundred
feet west of the digposdl Site. Beginning in 1979, the company conducted numerous investigationsin
conjunction with the lowa Department of Natural Resources (IDNR) to determine the extent of
contamination. A shallow groundwater contamination plume was found to extend gpproximately 1,000
feet south and east of the disposal area.

THREATS AND CONTAMINANTS

Groundwater is contaminated with the volatile organic compounds (VOCs) benzene,
ethylbenzene, methyl ethyl ketone, toluene, and xylenes. Soilsin the disposd area and
surface water contain elevated levels of heavy metals, particularly chromium and leed.
Additionally, soils contain VOC contaminants. No current or past sgnificant exposure to
Ste contaminants exigts. Potential for future exposure to contaminated groundwater is the
principa threat associated with the Ste.

ICLEANUP APPROACH

Response Action Status

Initid Action: A 2-foot thick clay cap was placed over the disposa area shortly after the Ste was
identified as a problem. In addition, floating VOCs were removed from the groundweter table on a
regular basis.

Source Control: The soil remediation was initiated in 1991 and completed in 1999. Remedid activities
were conducted primarily from April through October of each year. These source control operations
involved excavating the previoudy disposed wastes and surrounding contaminated soils. Solid and
liquid wastes were then sorted from the excavated soils for off-Ste incineration, recycling, or disposd.
Contaminated soils were being treated on Site by bioremediation and voldilization. After treetment, the
soils were placed back into the excavated areaand covered. An estimated total of 55,000 to 60,000
cubic yards of contaminated soils were excavated and treated, including gpproximately 2,500 cubic
yards of lead-contaminated soils that required stabilization/solidification through the addition of
agricuturd lime. The September 2000 Remedia Action Report summarizes the remedid activities that
were undertaken to address contaminated soils.

Groundwater: The groundwater remediation consists of groundwater extraction, air stripping, and
product recovery. The groundwater remedia facilities were put into operation in April 1991. VOCs
from the groundwater treatment process are released to the atmosphere. Modeling of contaminantsin
ar from the soil trestment was performed prior to implementing long-term cleanup actions. This
modeling indicated that air contamination would not pose a Significant threat and has since been verified
by air monitoring. Hedth-based standards have been established for treated groundwater prior to
discharge. Treated groundwater is discharged to anearby stream or isinfiltrated back into the ground



to enhance removd of floating VOCs. A totd of 15,000 galons of the estimated 50,000 gallons of free
product (primarily xylenes) have been recovered. Groundwater remediation is expected to continue
until at least 2004.

Site Facts:

The lowa Department of Naturd Resources (IDNR) is the lead agency for the oversight
of this responsible party remedid action. A 1987 Adminigtrative Order on Consent
was entered into by IDNR and Vogel Paint & Wax Company for conduct of the
Remedid Investigation/Feasibility Study. The IDNR and EPA sgned a Record of
Decison (ROD) in September 1989. A 1990 Administrative Order on Consent was
entered into by IDNR and Vogd Paint & Wax Company for conduct of the remedia
actions as prescribed in the ROD.  An Explanation of Significant Differences (ESD) for
the soil and groundwater cleanup actions was issued July 20, 1994. A second ESD
was issued in October 2000 for the groundwater component to describe additional
actions to enhance free product recovery and criteria for evaluating future groundwater
actions. The gteislisted on the State Registry of Hazardous Waste or Hazardous
Substance Disposa Sites which prohibits substantia changes or transfer of property
without written gpprova of the Director of the IDNR.

ENVIRONMENTAL PROGRESS

% The soil remediation has been completed and is summarized in the September 2000
Remedid Action Report. TheVogd Paint & Wax Company site no longer poses an immediate threat
to the public or the environment while the groundweater remediation continues. The September 1998
Five-Y ear Review that was conducted by IDNR on behaf of the USEPA concluded that the remedies
selected for this Ste remain protective of human hedth and the environment. A second Five-Y ear
Review will be conducted in 2003.
